Our contemporary 
thinlta it a if iingiishmpn. bootch- 
men Irisbmon, nnd Amoricans can't bold 
their own against Jobu Chinnmnn in 
any anvenuo ot commerco and indnstry.

Will our contemporary tell ns that 
Englishmciij Scotchmen, Irishmon and 
Aiaericans can live ns Chiiiamon do— 
pnckod logolher in a emolcod holo^ llko 
sardines in a tin ?

Mr Robson moved the following resolution.

Mf Robson supported tho ret-ulution in a 
speech ol aomoleiiKlli. He firjt aiitieipatcd 
tlio coiiatilulional objeetiona whieli would 
probably bo ur^ed by the hoii. tuo Attoniuy 
Ci'eueral. After all, cons'.itutioiis aio very 
much what [leoplo in.iko them. If there 
should bo any constitutional dillicuUy in thu 
way ho hopeil that it might be mado lo yield 
before reason and jUBtice, as bud bouu tiio 
caao in some other, matters. It was long 
held, for instaoee, that no Ooloaiai Qovera. 
mcnt could be permitted to levy diOerentiul 
iluiies of eustoms. Tbe Imperial Government 
ivaa giriag way oa that point, which nppoar.- 
ed from an extract which he read from a 
IjQiidon journal in roferenco lo tho caao of 
the Aiisualian eolonios, und ou which it was 
adiuitlcd thai tho fiilledl power lo frame its 
own fiical system had already beo.T concodod 
10 the Domiuio.T of Canada. Tho priaeiplu 
involved iu tbe present ipieslion was the 
same. Il was no answer to oiiy th.H there is a 
goustitutiuuiU difliculty. First establish tbo 
justice and desirahilily of the tax, and it at 
oace becomes oar duty to set to work to re^ 
move tbe diEGcalty. fie proceeded to point 
out tho justice of tho tax. Tbe Ugare which 
lie had placed in tho rueolution might be too 
liigli, or it m':^;!il he too low; but none could 
deny that, owinn lo ihe [leenliar habits of tho 
race.

Ho went or. to show 
the injurious eotificiiuenecs of permitting Iheso 
pcoiilb 10 comu into direct eoiuiio' ' t iou with 
Urtucaaiaa labor while tho former were pi-r- 
inilled to escape taxation to n very grij it 
extent. It should be the aim of legislation to 
encourage a class of population moat benefi- 
cial; aod tho Ubincao were the moat undaaira~ 
ble class. Rclerenco was made to Nanaime 
to show. bow injurious was the presence of 
even one baadred Uhiaeae to tbe best iater- 
odia of tbe community. Tbe importation of 
Dhineso women for purposes of prostitution 
was also alluded lo as a subject demaiuiinj.' 
.tttonlioa, — an evil iho ta.>: would lend to 
cure. 

Hon Mr llcCroight qnolcd from lh(» British 
.Vorth America Act lo show that a!ien.s ia 
general must not be taxed and that the resolu- 
tion was entirely unconatitutional. It came 
entirely within the province of the Doniiuion 
Legislature, which be thought, would not iin- 
poae a tax. Goreroor Seymour in 1865 ataied 
that bo was expressly f jrbiddea by tbe Home 
Covernmciii assenting to such a resolution. 
Ik- agreed with what the hon mover had
